All orders from the retail list will be 
sent postage prepaid. Orders from the wholesale list will be F.O.B., Springfield, Mass. If bulbs 
from both lists are ordered they will be sent F.O.B. and we will include enough extra bulbs 
to more than offset the express charges. All orders accepted subject to prior sale. 


Orders for bulblets cannot be accepted after April 15th, for small bulbs asizes (4, 5 & 6) 
after May Ist, and for large bulbs after June 15th. Orders for assortments can be accepted until 
July Ist. 


DISCOUNTS — On all cash orders from the retail descriptive list — $5.00 to $10.00 — 
you may select 10% discount in bulbs of your own choice. $10.00 to $20.00 — you may select 
15% discount in bulbs of your own choice. Over $20.00 — you may select 20% discount in 
bulbs of your own choice.

However, medium sized bulbs will give excellent 
spikes about 75% as large. Most small bulbs will bloom and at the same time grow fine bulbs 
for the following year. 


VARIETY LISTING — In the descriptive list the variety name is given first, followed by 
the originator’s name, its show classification and the approximate number of days needed for it 
to bloom. We have attempted to give a description of the varieties as we see them, listing 


important faults as well as good points.

Cippraising. the New Ones 

After a long cold and wet spring, we in the Northeastern part of the 
country were blessed with near perfect growing weather during the middle 
and latter part of the summer. This enabled us to make an accurate 
appraisal of the many new things in our trial garden as well as seeing the 
older varieties at their very best. As usual we saw many fine new varieties 
which have been added to our list and which we feel are to take their 
place among the leading gladiolus of tomorrow. 

Suppose we take an imaginary walk through our fields and have a 
look at the newer varieties blooming there. Just by some happy circum- 
stance every variety is in full bloom so we can see them all — each in its 
own special beauty and perfection. 

Among the white glads we note the new Larchmont with its tall and beautiful spikes of 
pure white. Certainly it will be a contender for most beautiful at the shows. Near by is I//ini 
White a coming commercial and exhibition variety. Then there is Snowclad, a really good cut 
flower, Snowdrift with its beautiful ruffled tho sometimes misplaced florets; Roxana the most 
cufied white. It is hard to overlook the long rows of the leading exhibition whites — namely 
Sierra Snow, Florence Nightingale, and Mother Fischer. The last two are also tops as commer- 
cials. Next we see pure white Silver Count, very early to bloom, Silver Phantom, the white 
sport of Phantom Beauty, and Cathedral, with its formal and ruffled florets. 


From Holland the new Ballerina looks like a fine addition to the whites with blotched 
throats. Also good are the precise spikes of Queen Anne, tall stretchy Good Morning, going 
over big as a commercial, and White Sails with as many as 12 crisp ruffled fiorets open. The 
florists really go for White Sails too. Fine show glads are Sparkling Eyes and Crusader with 
their pleasing purple throats. Tall Mt. Index is the first to bloom. White Tower stands at 
formal attention next to Presto, a most reliable spikemaker. 

Coming to the front among the cream colored glads is Lorelei which should soon lead its 
class in every respect along with Lief Ericsson and Adorable: two other leading varieties. Two 
new ones in our list are Angels Serenade for its great beauty and Smiling Queen for its cut 
lower possibilities. Connie G is still one of our favorites tho not as reliable in spike production. 
[ntrigue grows tall slender spikes of nice formation while Catriona and Richard Crooks are the 
first to bloom. Jubilee caught our eye with its beautiful combination of cream and rose and 
perfectly formed spikes. 

In looking at the light yellow varieties we are impressed by the tall stately growth of 
Howard V. Wright — a fine cut flower and show glad, Prospector with its unrivaled beauty 
and Gold Bank with its tall ruffled spikes having a faint greenish glow in its color. Gelber 
Hercules is the tallest grower in this color and Sceptre has tine exhibition type spikes. 


Coronado looks the best cf the newer deep yellows — it easily holds 10 open on tall easy 
t cut spikes. Gold continues unrivalled for its fine color and ruffling while, Fort Knox with its 
long flowerheads and Forsythia with its large rugged spikes and ruffled blooms are near the top. 
Smaller Catherine Beath has an intense deep color and is a consistent show winner. Conrad 1s 
a pleasing combination of red and yellow on tall slender spikes. 


_ fhe buff class finally has a rival for A. B. Coutts and Patrol with the welcome addition of 
Golden Palomino, a clear apricot buff with a small red throat. It should be a toss up as to 
which is the best though we would lean toward Patro/ for exhibition. 


Looking across the orange colored glads we see a dazzling display of color. Bright Fortune 
looks like a topnotch cut flower with its brilliant color while Regina reaffirms our former opinion 
that it is one of the truly great glads. Fiesta is one of the brightest and gayest colored glads 
in the field while towering Display is one of the most reliable producers of easy cutting spikes. 
Circe is a leading exhibition variety with massive spikes of deep orange and Betty Duncan, 
Boccherini, and Orange Gold are grown in quantity for cut flower use. Fire Opal has a pleasing 
contrast of orange and yellow — easy to see why it is becoming so popular. 

Towering among the light salmon varieties are King Size, a true giant in every way and 
Dolly Vardon which has some blooms 7” across. These two interest the giant glad fans. For 
real beauty there are shorter growing Carmen Corliss, gorgeously ruffled Delight, and the two 
butterfly type varieties Femina and Attica. Mountaineer shows its ability to open as many as 
10 huge formal florets and looks like a good one for the show table. 


Two new additions to the deep salmon class are Kosmos, an outstanding new commercial 
and exhibition variety from Holland and Salmon Queen already becoming a leader for show 
purposes. Others of interest are Harbinger a very early commercial, Starfire with its striking 
and popular color combination, Minaret, a most reliable producer of tall model spikes, and 
Broadway Melody, a fine commercial. Most unusual is the salmon and yellow combination of 
Boise Belle, also a great show glad as is Coral Ace, the ruffled coral colored sport of Burma. 
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The scarlet class is led by two great varieties for both exhibition and commercial use — 
Red Wind and Dieppe. However we are also impressed by David Warr and Redskin fine early 
varieties as well as by the smooth color of Tomahawk and the tall spikes of Dee Twelve with 
its brilliant blooms. As grown from small bulbs, the new Albert Schweitzer, looks like a coming 
variety in this group. Of interest to the commercial man is the consistent spike production of 
Happy End, a very early variety in a blend of salmon scarlet and cream. 


A great addition to the light pink class is Coronation, a near perfect variety in every way 
that glads are rated. Also there are the giant spikes of Pink Pride and Paul Bunyon for those 
who like them big, the beautiful coloring and ruffling of Pink Diamond, the tall commercial 
Pall Mall, and Look, a favorite of ours with its delicate color and tall majestic spikes. Pink 
Chiffon is valuable for its color appeal, C. D. Fortnam is a tall ruffled all round good glad, 
Susan K is an improvement on the older Hearts Desire, and Pennant is a soft pink colored beauty 
with up to 12 open formal spikes. Making an eye-catching addition to any garden are the 
pleasing throat blotches of Contrast, Manon, and Sheherazade. 


Leading the deep pink group is Spic & Span still in a class by itself though the new Palomar 
will give it lots of competition. Other good pink varieties are Friendship the best early variety 
we grow and yet good all season long, Sweet 16 with lovely color and good spikes; Silcherlied 
and Jessie Mae give nice spikes and do well on the show table. Not quite as tall is Painted Lady, 
an unusual combination of pink, white, and scarlet. 


The big news of the light red glads is the perfect spikes of Royal Stewart a joy to grow 
and look at and certainly deserving of its all America Award. Also noteworthy are Hilltopper. 
a fine new commercial with good exhibition possibilities, Poinsettia the highly regarded all round 
variety, Red Radiance gaining prominence for its cut flower qualities, and Red Tape with 8-10 
open florets in formal placement. 


Outstanding for its marvelous clear color and long flowerheads is Harrisburger, the leader 
of the light reds. Our eye is also caught by Howard J. Warr with its perfect tall spikes and by 
Red Feather, slightly deeper in color and capable of holding 10 open blooms. These three make 
a formidable trio on the show table and only time will tell which is best. Not to be overlooked 
is Festival, the giant of this class; Red Charm, the old standby, and Garnet Ruffles, the classy 300 
size show glad, 


Growing side by side we find that Ace of Spades is the blackest of the black reds, Black 
Cherry and Nigus open the most florets at once; Thunderbolt has the largest flowerhead, and 
Dark David the largest of this group. As we think back to even 10 years ago we are amazed 
by the great strides made in this color class. 


The rose colored glads have always rated among our favorites and this year don’t disap- 
point us. Rosy Veil again stands out with its clear bright color and consistent easy to cut spikes. 
Andrena again gives us row after row of good cutting spikes in a beautiful shade of soft rose 
while Traveller continues to be one of our finest spike makers. A great addition to this class is 
the All America Award winner Appleblossom with its tall slender spikes and many open florets 
of pure white with a dainty rose halo on the edges of its petals. 


The distinctive vatieties of the medium rose class are a sight to behold as we pass through 
the rows. There is Wild Rose, a clear fresh color with tall near perfect spikes, Seneca, a perfect 
300 size show glad, Lyne Hill, with up to 9 open florets in an unusual shade. and Rosita with 
its tall large spikes of crinkled and ruffled rose. Glad Tidings has full formal spikes in a true 
rose self color while Burma Rose is a soft colored sport of Burma. Mallow and Elmers Rose are 
cut in quantity for florists use. 


Old Timer Burma continues to hold sway over the deep rose varieties although the compe- 
tition is now getting tough. Three new additions to our list are outstanding — Brenda a 
color darker vet livelier than Burma with beautifully full spikes — Sally Rose — more ona 
salmon rose shade with large well formed spikes, and Dixie Rose a perfect 400 size glad in 
glistening deep rose shade. Others that are good are Lila Wallace, a fine eatly cut flower in a 
beautiful color; Truly Fair, one of the smoothest colored glads grown, and Cherbourg a fine 
florist’s variety. 


We are always happy to view the lavender glads for not only are we partial to that color 
but the new ones represent a great step forward in glad progress. Last year’s introduction, 
Campanile, again confirmed our belief that it will become one of the widely grown cut flower 
varieties. The 1955 introduction, Monona has the clear color of Heirloom with more reliable 
spike production. Princess now the leading Javender for all uses continues as our top variety 
in a deep shade while Tyrone is gaining a wide circle of friends with its tall straight spikes and 
many open blooms. Francesca another tall one is our personal favorite for the most beautiful 
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of all glads and the giant of this class, Attraction, continues to be one of the best show glads. 
Of unusual color is Paisley with its half moon of white on the lower petals and Falcon with its 
distinctive color and flaring florets. Beautiful little Trim has perfect 300 size show spikes and 
W edgewood has perfectly sculptured individual florets. 


The deep lavender group is well represented by Parthiena on the show table, by Parade for 
early cut flowers, and by Col. Atkinson for late cut flowers. Not to be left out is Pirate Chief 
with its large spikes and bold color effect. 


Leading the purple varieties for exhibition is King David with its straight spikes and fluted 
florets while rows of husky The Rajah are cut heavily for our florists. The newer Purple Burma 
is magnificent with its large ruffled spikes of rich true purple. Also eye-catching are the con- 
sistent growing Royal Scot, a fine commercial and the rich and attractively flecked color of 
Wonder Boy. 


The light blue class has a new and different addition in Pinnacle, the largest in this color 
with 5’ spikes holding 10 large ruffled waved and fluted open at once. The leading show 
variety is Violet Charm, the most reliable spikemaker of this color. The old standbys — Blue 
Beauty, High Life, and Blue Bonnett continue to perform well. Gustav Mabler attracts attention 
because of its odd grayish blue color. 


The majestic spikes of Salmon’s Sensation are a sight to behold with their deep violet blue 
color and massive blooms. Also noteworthy are Crater Lake a fine exhibition variety and richly 
colored Abu Hasson. 


The many and varied smoky varieties always attract the smoky fans and those who like the 
unusual. There are model spikes of Tan Glo, the leading exhibition smoky; Copper Lustre, with 
huge spikes in a smooth brownish tone; Przmella, a fine new one from Australia; and Southern 
Belle, a smoky pink exhibition variety. Also well liked are varieties such as Stormy Weather, 
Mesa Mist, Persian Rug and the many other distinctive ones in this class. 


Gaining great popularity in the A. O. C. class are the new “green” varieties Erin, Greenland, 
and Chartreuse. They have added a new color to the glad world and are all reliable growers. 
Copper colored Cherokee is a fine exhibition variety while Robinson Crusoe has a most unusual 
color combination with its chocolate marbling on a tan background. Others worth seeing are 
huge Salamanca in a grayish buff color, clear toned Buckeye Bronze, and others such as Tunias 
Elite, R. B., and Choctaw.

In our garden 
during the past 3 years we have found that one of our seedlings has 
been consistently producing the best combination of beauty and out- 
standing performance of any of the light or medium pinks we have 
grown. We feel confident that this seedling which we have named 
Countess will win its way to the top of its class as an exhibition 
variety and that its beauty and reliability make it a really good com- 
mercial prospect. The pure light pink self florets are 5” to 51/2” in 
diameter, with up to 8 or 9 precisely placed florets on a long tapering 
flowerhead with a total of 20 to 25 buds. In our garden it grows 60” 
to 75” tall with a head of 28” to 34”.
